WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Pre SI d SQt B arack Ob aiii a 
gathered top aides Tuesday tD 
review US aid to Egypt, but 
the White House rejected re¬ 
ports it had already quietly 
frozen assistance after Cairo's 
crackdown on Islamists 

Obama chaired a meeting 
of Ins National Secunty 
Councih which includes top 
diplomatic, defense, intelli¬ 
gence officials and uniformed 
military brass. 

Aides said no imminent 
decisions were expected from 
the meeting in the White 
House Situation Room, annd 
a cresting political row over 
aid to Egypt following the 
ouster of ex-president Mo- 
ham ed Morsi 

The crackdown, which has 
killed nearly SOD people, has 
left Obamabalanang US po¬ 
litical values and hopes for 
Arab democracy, and na¬ 
tional secunty interests 
guarded by Cairo's military. 

The White House also 
took a new public shot at 
Egypt's military government, 
by calling the arrest on Tues¬ 
day of Muslim Brotherhood 
leader Mohamed Eadie in- 
c omp atibl e with th e mihtary's 


pledge far an 'inclusive polit¬ 
ical process." 

Debate over US aid to 
Egypt was fueled by a report 
that suggested that Washing¬ 
ton had already frozen pend¬ 
ing military aid shipments. 

But White House 
spokesman Josh Earnest said 
there had been no final deci¬ 
sion on a review of US aid to 
Egypt, which totals $1.3 bil¬ 
lion a year, launched after tlie 
mihtary's ouster of Morsi, tlie 
countiy's first democratically 
elected leader. 

"That review that the pres¬ 
ident ordered in early July 
has not concluded," Earnest 
said. 

"Reports to the contrary 
that suggest that assistance to 
Egypt has been cut off are not 
accurate." 

In an increasingly confus¬ 
ing game of semantics. 
Earnest insisted that the flow 
of aid was not a "faucet" that 
could be turned off and on 

"Assistance is provided 
episodically, assistance is 
provided in tranches... This is 
not a matter of turning tlie 
dial one way or tlie other,"' he 
said.

Over the past eight months 
social workers, church lead¬ 
ers, teachers and school advi¬ 
sors have received 
specialized training in the 
new faith-based prevention 
program, based on tlie system 
developed by the New Hope 
Foundation in the U.S.

(Pay Attention!) in 
Papiamento.

Tlie tenor of the jin¬ 
gle, TV and cinema 
CO mmer a al al ong 
witli logo gear, target 
youth who ai'e con¬ 
sidered highly im¬ 
pressionable and 
vulnerable. Resisting 
alcohol abuse and de¬ 
pendency IS the main 
thrust This a problem 
that often gets lost in 

B the list of many other 
addictive concerns, as 
alcohol sales are 
legal, and “social 
drinking” is consid¬ 
ered acceptable. Un¬ 
fortunately, beginmng to 
drink at a young age is a 
common problem on Aruba^ 
particularly due to the general 
party atmosphere of the is¬ 
land, which IS its stock and 
trade as a vacation destina¬ 
tion

Tlie 
vaccines normally given are 
DTP, a class of combination 
vaccines against three infec¬ 
tious diseases Diphtheria, 
Pertussis (whooping cough) 
and Tetanus; the DKTR 
(Dutch for Diftene, Kink- 
hoest Tetanus and Polio) 
diphthena, pertussis, tetanus 
and polio, and MMR, immu¬ 
nization vaccine against 
Measles, Mumps, and 
Rubella. 

If, according to the vac¬ 
cines schedule, your child 
misses one of them, he/she 
will receive a letter from 
school asking for the parents' 
penmssion to admimster tlie 
vaccine. 

Tins year, tlie department 
will also admimster HPV 
(human papilloma virus) vac¬ 
cine. HPV can cause cervical 
cancer. TTie HPV vaccine 
gives long-lasting protection 


against this virus, 

Hie Department of Public 
Heal til will start the vaccina¬ 
tion procedure with all girls 
in tlie dth grade of elementary 
schools and Special Educa¬ 
tion Schools. Later on, the 
department will announce its 
vaccmalion program for 
otlier groups Tlie vaccine 
will be administered ONLY 
with parents’ permission. 

Tlie Department of Public 
Health has long been in 
charge of the vaccination of 
Aruban children. It strives to 
protect them and adults 
against harmful or deadly 
diseases.

The yen came in 
mixed, with the dollar 
weaker at 97.32 yen fi'om 
97.56 a day earlier, while 
the euro picked up to 
130.60 yen firom 130.09 
There was less Uimioil 
in emerging market cur¬ 
rencies, after the rout of 
the last week. The Indone¬ 
sian mpiali and Thai balit 
continued to fall against 
the dollar, but Mexico's 
peso, the Indian mpee and 
the Brazilian real were 
lugher. 

■The US dollar struggled 
to hold its ground aliead of 
the (Fed) minutes, with the 
euro-US dollar climbing to a 
six-month high of $1.3450," 
said David Song of DailyFX.

German Chancellor Angela 
Meiltel lays a wreath at the 
former concentration camp 
in Dachau 

DACHAU (AFP) - Angela 
Merkel became the first Ger¬ 


man chancellor to visit the 
fomier Nazi concentration 
camp Dachau Tuesday but 
critics slammed her decision 
to mclude tlie stop on an elec¬ 
tion campaign swing. 

Ahead of a beer-tent rally 
for supporters in Dachau, 
nortliwest of Munich, Merkel 
spent an hour at the site, mak¬ 
ing a short but emotional 
speech, la^nng a wreath of 
flowers and touring the rem¬ 
nants of the camp with a 
handful of survivors 

"Tlie memory of tlie pris¬ 
oners' fates fills me witli deep 
sadness and shame," said 
Merkel, 59, the first German 
leader bom after World War 11. 

" Each detainee at the 
camp of Dachau or tlie otlier 
concentration camps of 


course had a personal story 
that was disrupted or even 
destroyed." 

A visibly moved Merkel 
sard that the camp, whose 
mam gate still bears tlie sin¬ 
ister Nazi motto "Work Will 
Set You Free" (Arbeit Madit 
Frei), stood for "a hornble 
and unprecedented chapter of 
our 111 St Dry". 

"At the same time, this 
place IS a constant warning: 
how did Germany reach the 
point of taking away tlie right 
of people to live because of 
their on gill, their rehgi on... or 
their sexual oneiitatiGii?" 

Merkel said the "vastma- 
jonty of Germans" had 
closed tlieir eyes to tlie mass 
slaughter in their midst and 
did notlniig to help Jews or 


other victims of the Nazis. 

She said her visit was in¬ 
tended "to be a bridge horn 
lustory to tlie present and into 
the future that we want to 
continue to build". 

Tlie chancellor came at 
the iiivitatioii of 93-year-Dld 
Dachau survivor. Max 
M annh eim er, who c all e d 
Merkel's decisian to pay her 
respects "historic". 

But while Holocaust sur¬ 
vivors hailed a long overdue 
g esture, the opposition 
blasted a "tasteless" combi¬ 
nation of electioneering and 
Instoncal atonement. 

[iiimediately after her 
visit, the popular Merkel was 
to hold a campaign rally at a 
fEui in town ahead of a Bavar¬ 
ian state poll and the German 
general election next month.

Drug 'Queen of the

MEXICO CITY (AFP) - A 
Mexican woman known as the 
"CJneen oftlie Paci&c" for her 
links to drug trafficking re- 
tiuriied home Tuesday to face 
money laundenng i±ai^es after 
tlie United States deported her 

Sandra Avila Beltran, who 
was convicted by a US court 
for helping a drug lord evade 
arrest, stepped off an airplane 
m handcuffs after landing m 
Mexico City on a special US 
flight diat repatriates migrants, 
TV footage showed. 

The dark-haired woman, 
born in l9dC, made headlines 
by flasbng a smile to news 
cameras following her first ar¬ 
rest in ?QG7. She inspired a 
soap opera and got her nick¬ 
name firom a Mexican drug 
ballad, known as a uarcocor- 
ndo. 

A Mexican government offi¬ 
cial, who requested anonymity, 
said Avila Beltran underwent 
medical tests at tlie aurport and 
was later put on a plane to the 
western state of Jalisco, where 
she will appear before a judge 
m tlie money laundenng case. 

When MezicEin authorities 
detained her sixyeai's ago, they 
presented her as a member of 
tire infamous Sinaloa drug car¬ 
tel who played a key role in 
drug smuggling to the United 
Stales via the Pacific Ocean.

RAWALPINDI (AFP) - A Pak¬ 
istani court on Tuesday 
charged former military ruler 
Pervez MushaiTaf with the 
2QD7 murder of opposition 
leader Benazir Bhutto, an un¬ 
precedented move against an 
ex-anny cluef 

It IS tlie first time a head of 
Pakistan's aiiny has been 
charged with a crime, chal¬ 
lenging beliefs that the mili¬ 
tary IS immune firom 
prosecution and threatemng to 
fan tensions with civilian insti¬ 
tutions. 

Wlule murder will be diffi¬ 
cult to prove, it may embolden 
efforts to try Musharraf for 
ti’eason for seizing power in 
199 S and for violating the con¬ 
stitution by saickmg judges and 
imposing emergency mle in 
20Q7. Treason CEm carry the 
dearth penalty. 

Musharraf once tlie most 
powerful man in the nuclear¬ 
armed state, appeai'ed in court 
on Tuesday to deny tlie 
charges against him. 

The 70-yeai-old retired gen¬ 
eral's brief appearance was ac- 
comp allied by massive 
secunty He was protected by 
scores of officers and roads 
leading to the court were shut 
down 

Officials had said threats 
against his life were too severe 
for linn to be charged on Au¬ 
gust d as initially scheduled, 
altliough he had appeared in 
person at an eaiiier hearing on 


July 30. 

The case was adj ounied until 
August 27 although no date 
has been set for any trial. 


Raza Bokhan, a spokesman 
for Mushairaf dismissed the 
indictment as “false, fabneated 
and fictitious" and "au undig¬ 
nified attempt to smear the ho¬ 
nour and integrity of the 
former president". 

Bhutto, twice elected prime 
minister of Pakistan and the 
first woman premier of a Mus¬ 
lim country, was killed m a 
gun and suicide attack in 
Rawalpindi on December 27, 
2007. 

Musharrafs government 
blamed the assassination on 
Pakistani Taliban dnef Baitul- 
lah Mehsud, who denied any 
involvement. He was ktUed in 
a US drone attack m 2009.

Around 1,3QD devices were 
sold to Mexico, wlnle orders 
were also shipped to parts of 
Asia and the Middle East. Tlie 
devices ai'e still being used in 
Tliailand, the court was told 

Bolton 47, a fattier of three, 
denied two counts of baud but 
was convicted by a jury last 
month at the Old Bailey in 
London, England's central 
criminal court. 

Sentencing him, judge 
Richard Hone said Bolton had 
claimed the "little plastic box" 
was a working piece o f equip¬ 
ment, and tliathe continued to 
“peddle" tlie GT300 to scores 
of international clients -- in¬ 
cluding for use by aiiiied 
forces. 

The b Dxes cost less tlian £5 
($7 S5, 5.85 euros) to malce. 

However, they were sold 
for between £2,500 and 
£10,000 in bulk or up to 
£15,000 if bought individu¬ 
ally. 

"You were determined to 
bolster the illusiDii tliat the de¬ 
vices worked and you knew 
there was a spurious science 
to produce that end," Hone 
said. "Soldiers, police officers, 
customs officers and many 
others put their tnist in a de¬ 
vice which worked no better 
than random chance "The 
jury found you knew tins but 
you earned on. Your profits 
were enormous." 

The court heai'd Bolton's 
company. Global Technology, 
had a turnover of almost £3

TEPCO said puddles with 
extremely liigh radiation lev¬ 
els have been found near tlie 
water tanks at tlie plant. 

The radiation level was 
about IQO millisieverts per 
hour, it said. 

The company later said it 
had identified winch lank was 
leaking but had yet to find the 


spot from where it was leak¬ 
ing. 

TEPCO admitted it was 
possible the toxic water could 
contaminate groundwater and 
flow into die Pacific Ocean "m 
the longer temi," but said it 
was working to avoid such a 
situation. 

So fai' four tonnes of the 
spilled water had been re¬ 
trieved since Monday evemng 


when TEPCO started the re¬ 
covery operation, the company 
said. 

TEPCO has faced a growing 
catalogue of incidents at the 
plant including several leaks 
of radioactive water, more 
than two years after the worst 
nucleai' disasterm a generafion 
triggered by a huge quake and 
tsunami in March 3011

2020 . 


At the same time, it said US 
oil import requirements will 
shrink to 6. S million baixels of 
oil per day, or a spend of 
ai'ound $160 billion from its 
peak of $335 bilhon, mauily 
on die back of falling demand 
and an increase in domestic 
supply and a growdi in imports 
from Canada. 

"We will therefore see 
OPEC suppliers, who tradi¬ 
tionally focused on the US for 
crude sales, compelled to shift 
their focus towards Clnna," 
said William Durbin, the 
group's Beijing-hased presi¬ 


dent of global markets.

ROME (AFP) - Italians are on 
edge tins week after tax police 
began deploying a new com¬ 
puter system that compares de¬ 
clared revenues with 
expenditures to crack down on 
tax cheats. 

The "reddilomelro" (rev¬ 
enue-metre) will attempt to re¬ 
cover at least a small fraction 
of die estimated 120 billion 
euros ($161 billion) in taxes 
dodged each year 

It will initially analyse the 
books over the past four years 
of a sample 35,000 house¬ 
holds, including looking at 
mortgages, cars and even food 
purchases 

If it identifies a discrepan'cy 
of more than 30 percent be¬ 
tween intal^es and outgoings, 
the “re ddi to metro" immedi¬ 
ately ti’iggers a tax inspection. 

Italy has one of Europe's 
biggest grey economies and 
lughest levels of cash transac¬ 
tions, making tax evasion a 
constant problem despite re¬ 
peated ci'aick downs. 

The problem is partcularJy 
a'cute m the services sector and 


police often cai'ry out raids on 
slioppmg ai’eas or In gh-cl ass re¬ 
sorts diat reveal massive fiaud. 

The new system is made up 
of dozens of computers that 
analyse databases and "can un¬ 
cover the big tax evaders and 
the fal^e pooi;" Mai'co di 
Capua, die deputy director of 
die tax agency, told reporters. 

The "redditometro" imple¬ 
mented on Monday is a new 
version of a similar system 
first introduced in 2C10 by 
then prime mimster Silvio 
Berlusconi, who was himself 
convicted of tax fraud earlier 
this month. 

It led to the recovery of 116 
million euros in 2011 and only 
30 million euros in 2012 — a 
tiny amount compared to esti¬ 
mated levels of ml e-breaking 

It has been criticised by 
some for not going far enough 
and by others, mainly right- 
wing politicians, as a massive 
interference by the state. 

Matteo Salvini„ a deputy 
leader of die opposition North¬ 
ern League party, described it 
as the typ e of system "used by 


communist and fascist 
regmies". 

Prime Minister Enrico Letta 
has promised to redouble ef¬ 
forts against evasion and said 
the sums recovered would be 
used to lower Italy's high tax
